WHOLESALE PRICES 
Of CARDIES JUMP 


What Is Uric Acid ? 


The European war, which h a s so 
m aterially affected the supply ami the 
price of so many comm odities form er­ 
ly monopolized or «'out rolled by Ger­ 
many and other countries across the 
s ea s, has laid itr ban don another 
tender spot- th e candy business. 
A local wholesale dealer in candies 
stated that there are m arked increas 
es in the 
w hole sal« price® 
being 
charged for candies and other con­ 
fections, and chief among the rea­ 
s ons he advances therefor is the fact 
that the dies used in coloring t h e s e 
products 
were 
formerly 
im ported 
trom Germany, while since the w a r 
began the supply has been alm ost en 
11rely cut off. 
One large Pittsburg 
m anufacture, 
has installed his own color grinding 
m ills and so is i n d e p e n d e n t of tie* 
foreign supply, and others are doing 
likewise, but with ah inevitable in* 
( teas» in the cost of production an t 
hence in the price paid by the con­ 
sumer. 
The high price of sugar is another 
determ ining factor, and 
in this 
a«* 
well the war plays a part, for it has 
made great dem nads 
on the 
sugar 
m arket, and large 
quantities 
h a \e 
bee» exported. 
There is, however, 
it was 
stated, 
plenty of sugar for the candy trad«* 
in the country, but difficulty has been 
experienced, in view or tin* general 
freight congestion, in getting 
ship­ 
ments. 
New labor laws, notably in Penn 
sylvania, w here an eight-hour day and 
forbidden overtim e have 
decreased 
the daily production of candies, and 
still other things have entered into 
m aking C hristm as caudles m ore cost­ 
ly than In previous years.
